nistration of law. As the Acting Attor- 
ney: General ‘remarked, "the Magistrates 
of Hongkong have never been * forbid- 
den” by the local law. officer of- the 
Crown-in the exercise of their functions ;

The Army and Nuvy Gazette says that the 
demand of the old Indian officers for the. 
restoration of confidetice in the sepoy army 
may be logically right, but it is just otie of 
those right things to do which will not be. 
doue—at least just at present... It must 
be admitted ‘that the Indian officer’ has 
never madv any exproas and explicit requi- 
sition on the subject of the armament of 
the native troops, but there ara few of them 
who do not reason in this way ; if you truat 
8 soldier you ought to give him the best 
weapon he can. use, - If you do not trust 
him you ought not.to ari or even to keep 
him at all. “The British regiments in India 
are xs yét unprovided, ‘we believe, with a 
full supply of Snidere + sony regiments are 
still armed with Enfields. Whenthe whole 
are supplied with breech-loadera it will-be 
time to ‘consider, perhaps, whether the 
sepoy ought to be put on an equality, as 
far as weapons are concerned, with. the 
European. It is ‘argued that a reduction | 
in filo and rank might be made, “That may 
be true, 
counters with native enemies the superiori- 
ty of the Snider would quadruple the efficion- 
cy of native troops against an enemy. ‘That is 
certainly the caso.
